U.F.A. OPPOSE 


Representation Committee 
Against Decreasing 
Membership 


Recommendation by the represen- 
tation committee of the organization 
and embodied in its annual report, 
that no reduction be made in the 
membership of the legislature, was 
approved unanimously by delegates 
to the 26th annual convention of the 
United Farmers of Alberta at Mc- 
Dougall United church on Friday. 

Other recommendations unanim- 
ously endorged by the convention 
were: 

That the present system of single- 
member constituencies be retained, 
but that the boundaries be revised 
in order to meet the changed sit- 
uation caused by the development 
of railways and roads and the shift 
in population which has occurred 
since most of the present constit- 
uencies were formed and that the 
present ratio of difference in 
population between city and rural 
constituencies be maintained, 


LITTLE SAVING 

Dealing with the suggested fee 
duction on the ground of economy 
and the saving that would be 
brought about, the report states, 
“May we point out that if the leg- 
islature were reduced to 45 
members, the saving of the salaries 
of 18 members eliminated, would 
be approximately four and one-half 
per cent for the popylation of Al- 
berta.” 

As to the basis of representation, 
the report states, “Your committee 
discussed several alternative plans. 
One idea which has been advanced 
is that of forming urban con- 
stituencies by grouping towns and 
villages together. This, we consider 
undesirable, as it would tend to 
promote an unnatural division be- 


tween the rural areas and their 
small twons. In our opinion the 
welfare of the country towns and 
villages is inextricably bound up 
with that of their rural people and 
they should not be separated. We 
also consider that such constituen- 
cies would be impracticable in that 
to get a sufficient population to 
justify a representative, towns over 
a distance of 100 miles or tore 
would have to be grouped together. 


SUPPORT LACKING 

“As to the plan of multi-member 
constituencies electing several 
members each, under proporticnal 
representation, your committee, 
while in sympathy with tae prin- 
ciple, feels that the province is as 
yet too sparsely populated to put 
this system into effect. There is 
also the question of division of re- 
sponsibility between representatives 
elected under such a plan and 
further, public support for such a 
change seems to be almost entirely 
lacking 

“Regarding the basis of represen- 
tation as between the rural and the 
urban population, it has long been 
the practice to give the rural people 
more representation in proportion 
to their numbers than are allcttec 
to the cities. This practice recog- 
nizes the much greater clifficulties 
attendant upon giving service to 
scattered country areas and in ou 
opinion is entirely justified and 
should be continued. It is worthy of 
note that all the other western 
provinces show a much greate! 
difference between the rural and 
urban unit of representation than 
does Alberta. 

“In both British Columbia and 
Manitoba the average city con- 
stituency has more than twice the 
poulation of the average rural con- 
gstituency and in Saskatchewan 
about 35 per cent more. These facts 
disprove the claim that Alberta 
cities are unfairly treated in the 
matter of representation in the Al- 
berta legislature.”

Canada must have markets for her 
wheat if she is to be saved economi- 
cally.

“great fun” and the fanatical, half- 
mystic Austro-German “Fuehrer” 
with his wonderful dreams and vis- 
ions of Germany's future greatness. 

Hitlerized Germany was the pivo- 
tal storm centre in Europe in the 
last six months of 1933 and will car- 
this role in intensified form into 
1934. Hitler, in effect, smashed the 
Versailles treaty and gave what al- 
most was a death-blow to the 
League of Nations when he with- 
drew Germany from the League 
soon after Japan left it and just be- 
fore Mussolini's near-ultimatum to 
withdraw, “unless.”

| Little Austria might easily have be- 
| come the “Serbia” of a new war. 
In the long hard struggle in Aus- 
tria between the Hitlerites on one 
side, the Mussolini Fascist elements 
on the other, and the forces against 
both, war will be an ever present 
possibility in the new year until 
settled. 

Russia will endeavor to develop 
her new relations with America in 
1934 and unless forced to deviate 
from her plans by war, will concen- 
trate internally upon her second 
five-year plan, to be submitted in 
January to the All Union Congress 
in Moscow for approval. “Transpor- 
tation” will be devoted largely to 
development and building of rail- 
ways, motor’road building and to an 
extraordinary but little talked of 
program for air transport on a large 
scale, and the goal the largest mili- 
tary air fleet in the world. 

The Far East is a powder mag- 
azine which a spark can set off in 

the spring. With more than 500 
military aeroplanes, a vast accu- 
mulation of munitions and sup- 
plies, between Lake Baikal and 
Vladivostok, Russia is awaiting 
Japan's attack, should it come, 
with a new confidence since Am- 
erica’s recognition of the Soviets. 

Japan is arming on iand and sea 
and in the air. 

The new year finds China with 
| civil wars and in greater danger of 
the wave of Red Communists from 
|the west and southwest. Despite 
the utmost efforts of Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek of the National 
Army, he has not been able to put 
down the Reds, vast hungry hordes. 
Communism in China is an econom- 
ic more than a military problem. 
The nature and character of future 
relations with Japan is the greatest 
political problem confronting China 


INDIA’S STRUGGLE 

| India’s struggle for home govern- 
ment with England will continue in 
1934. Gandhi's non-violent passive 
resistance failure to achieve results 
has all but destroyed his great pres- 
tige. He was even rotten-egged. The 
Indian Nationalist movement is split 
between those who want self-gov- 
ernment on a basis of understanding 
with England and the smaller radi- 
cal section who believe in violent 
means. With an increase of 34,500,- 
000 in population in the last ten 
years, India’s problem is more eco- 
nomic than political. 

The talk of independence for the 
Philippines has fanned the fires of 
Nationalism and independence from 
Holland in the Dutch East Indies, 
which stretch for a distance as far 
as from New York to San Fran- 
cisco, Java with an area as large 
only as the state of New York, has 
'a population of 42,000,000, 

Not disarmament but armament 
will be the keynote in the coming 
year. Chief attention will be given 
to aerial defence. Military power is 
lifting more and more every year 
from land and sea to the air. 

Uneasiness, uncertainty, fear—the 
greatest foes of economic recovery 
and of prosperity—are the greatest 
enemies in the new year.

BECAME ALARMED 

Andrew Salowan, Edmonton coal 
dealer, was then called and told of 
Fusty having had various conversa- 
tions. Fusty had come to witness 
one week before Christmas last and 
had wanted Salowan to drive him 
out to Oliver, as he wanted money 
or property from his wife. 

Salowan became alarmed at Fus- 
ty’s threats, he said, and thought of 
calling police. Then he figured 
that he was a ticket-of-leave man 
and the police would know about 
him being back. 

Salowan said his wife is a cousin 
of Mrs, Fusty, so that he had 
known Fusty for a long time. 

Mr. McClung suggested it was 
odd, that Salowan had helped 
police get evidence on the arson 
charge. 

“He told me that he could have 
kicked himself for not making a 
better job of burning down the 
buildings,” unshakingly — replied 
Salowan. 

Mr. Jackson: Fusty diin! know 
you had been helping the police, 
did he? A.—No, I took him to- 
bacco in the cells before he went 
away. 


SWUNG AN AXE 

Andrew Nelson, Oliver farmer, 
living a mile west of the Fustys, 
said that Fusty had once swung an 
axe on him during a trifling alter- 
cation. 

To Mr. McClung Nelson said that 
|he had not been scared of Fusty. 

Nelson added in one of Fusty’s 
intervals of freedom Fusty had 
come to him and asked him to go 
to Mrs. Fusty and ask her for $200. 
If Fusty got the money, he prom- 
ished to clear out for good. Mrs. 
Fusty’s answer was “Not a cent.” 


WOMAN WAS FRIGHTENED 

Mike Tunik, 127 Ave. market 
gardener, had known the Fustys for 
some years and said that Fusty had 
asked Mrs. Tunik to carry a mes- 
sage to Mrs, Fusty, asking to come 
home and promising to be good and 
settle down, 

The Tuniks then drove to Fustys 
place, but found Mrs, Fusty fright- 
ened to have her husband back. 

Tunik drove Fusty to the police 
station where Fusty thanked Mag- 
istrate McLeod for “Making a good 
man of him.” (This was at the end 
of the first long term). 

Mrs, Fusty had finally succumb- 
ed and taken her husband home 
again. He worked for one day, then 
got $10 from his wife to buy clothes 
and disappeared for two days. Then 
he came home drunk and said he 
would make every one in the fam- 
ily pay for his two years in jail— 
for every day of it, said witness. 

Tunik said that Mrs. Fusty burst 
into tears when she told him about 
this. Finally, Fusty had burned 
down the buildings. 


MADE OWN MOONSHINE 

In 1921, Tunik said, when Fusty 
had a good job on the street rail- 
way, his family went ragged and 
hungry. The Tuniks helped the 
family, along with other neighbors. 

“Then he got fired and had no 
money for whisky, so he make 
moonshine right at home then, One 
day he brought me a bottle and 
asked me to have a drink. I was 
glad—I like to have a glass of 
whicky.” (Laughter.) 

After two drinks, however, Fusty 
had tried to get familiar with Mrs. 
Tunik, and the burly witness threw 
him out.

Rare Masters Set 
for British Show 


LONDON, Jan. 20.—The Exhibi- 
tion of British Art, to be opened at 
the Royal Academy in January, 
will be worthy of the occasion, and 
will be on the same high scale as 
the great national exhibitions held 
there in recent years, according to 
a local art critic. 

The important thing is that all 
the masters are to be seen in their 
splendor, aud those rare little mas- 
ters whose works are just begin- 
ning to be known by the general 
pubiic are also represented.

WHO SETS THE RATES? 

The financial sessions do not promise that 
the Ottawa conference will result in any such 
changes in the money policy of Canada as will 
ease the burdens of the tax-payers—to say 
nothing of freeing them from the folly of pay- 
ing interest to private parties for the privilege 
of using public credit. 

It was modestly suggested that the Dominion 
under-write new issues of provincial bonds, 
thus making it possible for the provinces to put 
through conversion loans and cut down their 
interest rates to the level of those paid by the 
Dominion. 

“The immediate federal reaction” was that 
such a plan might force Dominion rates upward, 
instead of forcing provincial rates downward. 
The federal Government is in better position 
than the provincial ministers to know what the 
controllers of our national money and credit 
supply would do in a situation of that kind. 
The suggested “reaction” may therefore not 
be very wide of the mark. Cheap money is 
naturally not popular in those quarters. 

It is pretty safe to assume the provinces will 
not be able to put through conversion loans 
unless the Dominion Government is prepared 
to “talk turkey” to the financial magnates. The 
cited “reaction” does not indicate any intention 
on the part of the federal Government to take 
the matter in hand and tell the money kings 
they must supply the provinces with cheap 
money or the Dominion will do it for them, 

The plain inference is that the decision as to 
what interest rates are to be on provincial 
loans lies elsewhere than with the Government 
and parliament of Canada. 


MORE HELP, OR LESS? 

The four western premiers at the Ottawa 
conference have been hearing what some people 
in eastern Canada think about them and the 
west. The substance of it is that the western 
governments have been recklessly extravagant, 
so much so that these provinces will never be 
able to pay back the money the Dominion has 
advanced to them to help them meet the diffi- 
culties of the depression, 

The premiers, as was to be expected, def- 
fended their governments and their provinces 
against this criticism, producing facts and fig- 
ures to show that if the west is given a fair 
break in national finance and trade policies it 
can make good its obligations, as it always has 
done. Which may or may not convince the 
critics, 

The more serious matter is that Premier 
Bennett seems to have been influenced by this 
attack upon the western provinces, or to be 
afraid to disregard it. He is reported to have 
put before the conference a proposal that the 
Dominion withdraw from further relief effort, 
leaving it to the provinces to take care of their 
unemployed, while the Dominion restricts its 
expenditure to the construction of public works. 

That would be a satisfactory arrangement 
provided the Dominion is prepared to spend 
millions enough to provide the amount of work 
necessary to absorb the labor surplus. The diffi- 
culty is that the eastern influence which is 
against further loans to the western provinces 
would be equally, or still more strongly, op- 
posed to spending in the west the amount of 
federal money that would be required to em- 
ploy our idle men at wages. 

There is in the situation an unpleasant sug- 
gestion that the west may get less, and not 
more, assistance than it has been getting from 
the Dominion.

THE RIGHT TO BE HEARD 

The impression seemed to prevail at the 
U.F.A. convention that a general provincial 
election will be held off until 1935. Why the 
delegates supposed the Government will post- 
pone a reference to the voters until compelled 
by statute to permit an election, was not ex- 
plained. On that subject, in the language of 
Premier Ramsay MacDonald, the public are 
permitted “the unfettered exercise of their 
imagination.” 

The public are very likely to make use of 
their imagination, in a way not helpful to the 
prospects of the Government, if the postpone- 
ment is made. On only one occasion since the 
province was formed has a legislature sat out 
the full five year term allowed by law. With 
that exception, there has been a general elec- 
tion every fourth year. The rule of quadren- 
nial elections is therefore thoroughly estab- 
lished, and a departure from that rule would be 
a breach of custom requiring cause to be shown. 

The circumstances of 1930 are not the cir- 
cumstances of 1934. A new set of conditions has 
arisen, throwing new responsibilities upon the 
provincial authority, and requiring new meas- 
ures and the expenditure of provincial money in 


~ 


vast amounts on other than usual purposes. If 
there is valid ground for the claim, advanced 


‘in the convention, that the Dominion Govern- 


ment should resign, the same considerations 
forbid that the provincial Government should 
refuse to allow the electors an opportunity to 
express their views at the customary interval. 

And the convention itself has supplied at 
least one new and major reason why there 
should be a general election held during the 
coming summer, and before the schools re- 
open next fall. The convention delegates de- 
mand that politics shall be taught in the schools 
of the province. Before any such radical change 
is made in the school system, the people who 
support these schools, and whose children are 
taught in them, are entitled to be heard. They 
have a right to say whether they approve the 
proposal or do not, and, if they approve, what 
brand or brands of politics they want taught 
to their children by teachers paid out of their 
tax money, 

If there were no other reason for holding 
an election this year, no government pretending 
to a sense of public responsibility would refuse 
to permit the voters to express their views on 
the matter before turning the schools into 
“propaganda factories.” In demanding that this 
be done the convention has made an election 
inevitable before another school term opens, if 
responsible. government is to continue in this 
province.

The Passing Show

One good turn deserves another. It isn’t 
so many years ago since the guns of an Amer- 
ican warship under Admiral Perry forced 
Japan to open her ports to trade. United States 
had a number of things to sell. 

The Japs have learned the lesson of trade 
so well that last week at San 
Pedro they landed 4000 cases 
of canned tuna fish from Jap- 
anese canneries all ready lab- 
elled with the NRA blue 
eagle. The fraud was dis- 
covered and the cases ordered 
held. 

Landing salmon canned in 

Japan on the London market 
with British Columbia labels 
on is Japanese business en- 
J. S. Cowper  terprise. Cottons with Brit- 
ish trade marks, well known proprietory Eng- 
lish table sauces in bottles and labels and 
wrappers copied from the British makers, tooth 
pastes, cosmetics, anything at all with a pro- 
prietory value, is copied in Japan. Japan has 
no copyright law and if her manufacturers can 
get away with it, it’s all right with the govern- 
ment, 

One of the most courageous efforts at de- 
ception was the shipment of a huge consign- 
ment of electric light bulbs (made in Japan) 
into United States marked with the trade mark 
of the General Electric Company and encased 
in boxes stamped in the G.E.C, types, “Manu- 
factured by the General Electric Company, 
Schenectady, N.Y.. Made in U.S.A.” The Jap- 
anese attitude isn’t so much immoral as un- 
moral. They can’t see that the Gentiles in the 
outer world have any proprietory rights as 
against themselves.

The successful flight of an air squadron 
from Uncle Sam's army across the Pacific to 
Honolulu won't be lost on the Japanese, who it 
may have been meant to impress. I rather ad- 
mire the audacity of the radio announcer who 
said of the flight: “It is expected to cement 
the friendship that exists between Janpan and 
United States.” 

Japan is panicky over the U.S.-Soviet pact 
of friendship. The Japanese are an exciteable 
people, apt to lose their heads under offence. 
Canadian flyers who have given tuition in 
Japan, say that the Japanese are unsuited for 
flying because they lose their heads in emerg- 
ency. Theirs is the bravery that will rush into 
death, not the bravery that can keep its brain 
packed in ice and cooly working to save itself 
under difficulties. The Honolulu flight may 
give the Japanese pause; my opinion is that it 
will whip their fears into a white flame and 
speed the seemingly inevitable clash.

If there’s an outbreak of war between the 
two nations, it may create some difficulties for 
British Columbia. Some years ago I made a 
survey of the Asiatic penetration of B.C. which 
was later used as a base for a survey by the 
Rockefeller Foundation. When the Japanese 
berry-growers drove the white berry-growers 
out of the three berry-growing townships on 
the north bank of the Fraser river it was 
noticeable how they formed settlements round 
the bridge-head at Mission, and other strategic 
points. Every Japanese was either an army or 
navy reservist. The head man at Mission had 
the distinction of having been Admiral Togi’s 
chief gunner at the destruction of Rojestven- 
sky’s fleet. 

There are many thousands of Japanese in 
California—indeed all the way on the Pacific 
coast from Mexico to Alaska, each trained to 
arms. I have reason for believing that Japan 
has an ammunition cache among the islands 
off Alaska. The airplane route between United 
States and Japan is more likely to follow the 
swing of the coastline round by the Aleutians 
than a direct line across the ocean. British 
Columbia may have many a neat problem in 
the art of preserving neutrality in the coming 
clash. 

Japan is, despite her trade war, a good cus- 
tomer 6f Canada, buying more from us than 
she sells, A large item of purchase is zinc and 
lead. She hasn't been buying much wheat from 
us of late. In 1928-29 she bought 22,700,487 
bushels of Canadian wheat; in 1932-33 only 
4,239,402, This year it will probably be less. 
That, as the Japanese ambassador recently ex- 
plained is not from any lessening of goodwill 
for Canada but because of the trade advantage 
the inflated Australian pound offers against the 
deflated Canadian dollar.

A few years ago I witnessed a piece of Jap- 
anese emotionalism in a high official. A Jap- 
anese training squadron visited the Pacific 
coast ports. I was friendly with the Consul- 
general of that day—used to help him with his 
official speeches and advise him on his seating 
arrangements at consular dinners. He gave me 
many an insight into the spirit of the Japanese 
people. 

When the squadron arrived I was invited 
to the admiral’s cabin, received his autographed 
photo and a picture of the ship, drank sake with 
him in his quarters and, tenderest expression 
of all, was invited to see his private shrine at 
which he worshipped. 

Later in the week the admiral and his 
officers were guests of honor at a dinner by the 
ex-naval officers association. It was held at the 
Point Grey Golf clubhouse. The dining hall was 
timbered with groins and rafters running up 
into the peak of the roof. The club hostess 
with great artistic skill has sent the boys out 
to gather pussy-willows, With the aid of sume 
of the women folk she had added to them 
great numbers of paper cherry blossoms. She 
had the place looking like a great floral bower 
of cherryblossom—the national flower of 
Japan. 

Being numbered among the guests I was by 
the side of the grizzled and be-ribboned admiral 
as we entered the room, At sight of the beau- 
tiful tribute of flowers, for it was like enter- 
ing a fairyland of cherryblossom—the admiral 
drew up short as if shot. The tears gushed 
unrestrainedly down his cheeks. It was a min- 
ute or more before he regained his composure. 

Well! The greatest sea-fighter of English 
history had a tender spot in him. With his dy- 
ing breath the hero of Trafalgar whispered to 
his captain, “Kiss me, Hardy.” 

No matter whose mother’s son gets smashed 
into pulp or is brought down in flames from 
the sky, be he white, black or brown, war is a 
ghastly insane business.

In a very short time the 
dirt would accumulate to such a degree that the 
home would be very unsanitary and there 
would occur a tremendous increase in disease. 
For with dirt comes disease—with cleanliness 
comes health. 

I often wonder if you stop to realize that 
your home is your real health centre. In your 
own home you eat, sleep, bathe, change to 
fresh clothing and carry out many other bene- 
ficial measures which determine whether or not 
all of you will stay well. 

To help you realize how important a posi- 
tion you hold as a guardian of the health of the 
family, I am going to give you some figures 
which will tell you how much your family is 
worth in dollars. I will begin with Dad, for at 
the age of 30, earning around $50.00 per week, 
he is estimated to be worth at least $31,000. 
The value of the service given by Mother is 
placed at $15,500 at the very least. Little 
Brother has an estimated value of $16,000 based 
on the money he will earn later and Sister is 
worth $7,100 in her own right. If you will 
figure it up you will find that the worth of the 
family adds up to $69,600. These are the av- 
crage figures as used by a large Life Insurance 
company in trying to find out what your family 
is actually worth. 

Of course, they refer to the worth of the 
family when everyone is healthy and the total 
value drops as soon as any of you become sick. 
It is largely up to you as home-maker to pro- 
tect and increase this fortune found in the 
family by learning more about how to feed the 
members of your family. By increasing the 
health of each one you will increase his esti- 
mated earning power and will thus make your 
family worth more. 

Cleaning is an essential part of keeping the 
family well. If you wish to know what is the 
best general method for keeping the home spic 
and span I would advise plenty of hot water, 
soap, some good cleansing powder, and the best 
house-keeping tools you can afford. You will 
find that hot water and soap have a definite 
antiseptic value. 

Most home-makers do a good job of keep- 
ing the home clean, but they may forget to 
plan their work in such a way that they get 
through in time to care for their own health, 
Try to arrange your cleaning today so that you 
will get through by a definite time.

A GRAND TRUNK KNIGHT 
On this date, in 1890 it was 
announced that Mr. Joseph 
Hickson, general manager of 
the Grand Trunk railway com- 
pany, had been created a 
knight bachelor, and, therefore, 
Sir Joseph. 
His nomination was the 
direct result of a suggestion’ by 
Sir John Macdonald, who, in 
the previous July, had written 
to the colonial secretary urg- 
ing the bestowal of the honor, 
saying: “I am much interested 
in this matter, not so much on 
his account as on the ground 
that it is important that the 
Grand Trunk railway should 
not be left out in the cold alto- 
gether, when the rival system 
has had honors showered upon 
it. It has so happened that all 
the burden of attending to the 
transport of any of the Royal 
family visiting us has fallen 
upon the G.T. people and prin- 
cipally on Mr. Hickson.”

Sir Joseph's knighthood coin- 
cided with his retirement from 
the management of the Grand 
Trunk, which he had held from 
1874, during which time, de- 
spite the fact that he had to 
deal with a board of directors 
in England, he made the Grand 
Trunk one of the best railways 
in America. It is true that the 
last seven years of that was 
due to the competition of the 
then new C.P.R., but Hickson 
was one of those Englishmen 
who become Canadians in spirit 
and realized the future which 
lay before Canada. A review 
of his years of management 
would reveal that many of the 
big enterprises undertaken by 
the Grand Trunk were under 
his management, including the 
development of the rich traffic 
from Chicago and the west, the 
St. Clair tunnel and other big 
things. Sir Joseph only lived 
seven years after he quit his 
job.

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Tariff-Drunk Fanatics 


vy R. T. ELLIOT, K.C, 


The mad mullahs of the Sahara were just as easy to reason 
with as the tariff-drunk fanatics of today; and the tariff-drunk 
fanatics sit high in the inner sanctum of the Conservative Admin- 


istration at Ottawa. 


No one suggests that the industries of Canada be deprived of 
a reasonable tariff; everyone (except the tariff-drunk fanatic) 
realizes that an unreasonable tariff—super-inflated—with arbitary 
valuations for duty purposes—and with secret and uncontrolled 
bureaucratic powers of raising rates of duty—has choked the 
commerce of Canada; reducing the volume from over three billion 
dollars per year to less than one billion dollars. 


Then we arrive at a simple mathematical demonstration. Out 
of every total there must be divided and applied percentages. Out 
of every total commerce there is a maximum percentage in dol- 
lars which can be applied to payment of interest and sinking fund 
on government and municipal bonds and on bonds of corporations 
and on mortgages. Reduce the volume of commerce by two-thirds 
and you reduce the maximum percentage in dollars by two-thirds. 
This must be true because there is no more money existent except 
such reserves as may have been held against emergencies. 


Therefore in Canada, and for some considerable time, we have 
been paying our way on a one-third contribution from commerce 
and a two-third levy on the reserved accumulated in former 
years. The amount which can be squeezed out of reserve-holders 
is steadily growing smaller. The commerce is being held down 
to less than one-third of what it was. The day of doom for all 
security-holders is dawning; and the only way to avert that doom 
is to restore the volume of commerce, 


The tariff-drunk fanatics comprise the only clags standing in 
the way; and the tariff-mad orgy is the one from which the nation 


must sober up. 


Every president of a bank—every president of a life insurance 
company—every president of a transportation company, or min- 
ing company, or lumber company, should ask himself, now 
whether he prefers a receivership to a tariff reform. Only one 
of these two gifts is in the stocking this Christmas. 


The nation has to resume trade internationally or blow up 
financially. Every member of the Dominion parliament, re- 
gardless of party, is under direct personal responsibility to de- 
mand restoration of volume of commerce by tariff reform and so 
put an end to the existing destitution and distress, and the closely- 
pressing threat of a general collapse.

HOSPITAL IS 
READY ENTER 
INTO SCHEME 


Royal Alex Awaits Council 
Sanction for Group 
Hospitalization 
If the city council ratifies the 
action of the Royal Alexandra 
Hospital in regard to its stand on 
the proposed group hospitalization 
scheme which has been attracting 
considerable attention for the past 
few months, the hospital will im- 
mediately enter 
with other Edmenton hospitals and 
group hospitalization will he a 

reality. 

At the first meeting of the new 
hospital board held Friday evening, 
A, Farmilo, newly elected chairman 
and Dr, Andrew F. Anderson, hos- 
pital superintendent, were directed 
to represent the board before city 
council at its meeting Monday ev- 
ening and report back to the board 
at a special meeting scheduled for 
next Friday evening when final 
plans will be drawn up. 

Already legal agreements have 
been drafted by the four hospitals 
concerned but as the Royal Alex- 
andra is municipally controlled, it 
is necessary to receive council's con- 


sent. Judging from opinions ex-

Pitiful Narrative of 
Indigent Sick Brings 
Announcement Hospital- 
ization to be Considered | 


Next Session

Admission that there are “hun- 
Greds of cases” of cancer and 
other fatal diseases among the 
indigent sick of the province who 
cannot obtain medical treatment 
or hospitalisation because they 
haven't got the money to pay for 
it, was made by Hon. George 
Hoadley, Ministed of Health to 
the United Farmer Convention on 
Friday afternoon. 

‘Hon. Mr. Hoadley was speaking 
to a résolution submitted by the 
Stettler Association asking “that 
the Provincial Government 
should no longer delay the estab- 
lishment of state medicine in this 
province.” 

Delegate Wylie of Last Lake in 
the Peace River district had just 
finished speaking to the rcso- 
lution. Mr, Wylie told of a har- 
rowing case ‘in his district where 
& poor woman had died of cancer 
of the breast. 


FOR LACK OF FEW DOLLARS 

“She died,” said Mr. Wylie, 
“just for the lack of a few dol- 

_lars. The doctor who saw her or- 

dered her at once to go to Cal- 
gary hospital for an operation for 
removal of the left breast. Her 
husband hadn't the cash to send 
her. Finally the doctor sent a 
detective to the municipal council 
to try and force from them the 
money to help get the woman to 
the hospital, ‘ 

“When at last the money was 
obtained it was five days too late. 
She had died for lack of a few 
dollars”. 

After Mr. Wylie had finished and 
while the Convention was yet in a 
state of awe after his narration, 
Hon. Mr. Hoadley, got up to an- 
nounce that the government at the

WILL CONSIDER LEASING 


“T will ask the telephone man- 
ager to consider this suggestion 
about leasing. <A: farmer: secing a 
pole down could put a new one up 
in half an hour if he was looking 
after the line, whereas it takes a 
gang of men to come out from town 
when we do it. After a storm we 
may have twenty gangs out. We 
had to settle for over $1,000 a dam- 
age action where a party ran into 
one of these fallen poles across the 
road and we're settling another 
now at a cost of about $800. We 
can't get out of our obligation to 
pay interest, but this suggestion 
that the local farmers lease and

Its author, 
a Scotch engineer, now lecturing in 
Australia would issue retireable 
“social credit’ equal to the national 
needs to the extont of the differ- 
ence between production and sell- 
ing costs of commodities to enable 
consumers to be purchasers to the 
full extent of their production. } 

The executive of the C.C.F, is to 
be asked on behalf of the Con- 
vention‘ when drafting its new 
economic system to give due con- 
sideration to the Douglas plan. 


TALK DOUGLAS PLAN 


Much discussion revolyed around 
the resolution recommending to the 
Co-operative Commonwealth Fed- | 
eration “a serious consideration of 
the Douglas system when drafting 
a plan for the new economic sys- 
tem”. Approval was later given 
following a fulsome discussion 

George Bevington,. Winterburn, 
said that the Douglas plan should 
be discussed under two divisions. 
“There was doubt about the solid- 
ity of Douglas’ plan of social cred- 
it’, he said, 

“But Douglas continues in dia- 
cussing the application of his plan, 
which would have to be to the in- 
dividual needs of separate coun- 
tries, but retaining the principle of | 
social eredit for the needs of the 
country.” 

Donald Mackachlan, Westlock, 
said that the founder of the plan 
had appeared before the Royal 
Banking and Financial Commission 
and much information wa savail- 
able on it. Some organizations had 
investigated the plan and were not 
now advocating it. 

Hon. George Hoadley recalled 
that it was difficult for a conven- 
noit such as this to discuss the sub- 
ject and reach proper conclusions. 
At the next session of the legis- 
lature there would be a complete | 
probe into the plan and discussion 
would likely take place in the light 
of all possible information. 

Henry G. Young, Wetaskiwin, 
submitted that approval of this rés- 
olution did not commit thé con- 
vention to approval of the principle 
of the plan. 


ALONG SAME LINES 

Another resolution approved, also 
had to do with the Dougias plan, 
to the effect that “we petition our 
provincial government to take into 
éareful consideration the method 
of solution known as the Douglas 
tystem and after investigation, if 
they find this system feasible, that 
they press for action to inaugurate 
it at as early date as possible so that 
it may be given a fair trial’ ’ 

It passed with little discusison, 

The Convention next turned its 
attention to the consideration of a 
resolution “that we ask the depart- 
ment of telephones to outline a 
leasing proposition for disposal of 
rural lines to associations of farm- 
ers as an alternative to the sale 
proposal as outlined by the depart- 
ment.”

Members of the Debt Adjustment 
Board were brought under wither-; 
ing fire of delegates to the annual 
U.F.A. convention at McDougall! 
auditorium on Friday evening.) 
when a résolution was presented) 
seeking their replacement. Under 
heavy counter-battery work and 
spirited counter-attacks led by Hon. 
J. F, Lymburn, K.C.,, attorney gen- 
eral, the assault was not only 
stemmed but the resolution was 
amended and finally tabled and left 
to die a natural death. 

Debt Adjustment work in gen- 
eral occupied a large portion of 
the Friday night session. 

The convention commenced this 
phase of its work by adopting a 
motion to “extend the operation of 
the new Debt Adjustment Act for 
the full period of three years.” 

Speaking on the general subject 
of debt adjustment, Delegate John 
Milner said that if as had been 
stated in the convention, there was 
still much grief coming in over 
debt adjustment and that in itself 
showed things were not going as 
smoothly as could be desired, But 
the members of the board were not 
entirely responsible, as only a few 
months ago they had been appoint- 
ed by the provincial cabinet. Debt 
Adjustment was a palliative, and 
not a cure.

He said one thing 
that struck him as a weakness in 
the Act was provision of appeal to 
a supreme court judge. Knowing 
that their decisions are liable to 
reversal, they were less willing to 
make certain decisions. 

He thought there was a possibil- 
ity that there was a tendency un- 
der the Act to adhere too closely 
to justice and not sufficient human- 
ity. He thought that when there 
was a doubt the farmer should be 
given its benefit. 

J. M. Wheatley, chairman of the 
special convention committee to 
probe debt adjustment and to give 
advice to delegates, reported on the 
activities of his committee. 


MINISTER SPEAKS 


Hon, J, F. Lymburn, K.C., at- 
torney general, in making a state- 
ment to the convention on debt! 
adjustment, said that there are 97,- 


applications had been made for ac-| 
tion under the legislation. In all 
1,500 permits for legal suit were} 
given. Only 100 appeals from board 
decisions have been taken, about 
one-half of which were taken by} 
debtors and one-half by creditors. | 
In only about one-quarter of the| 
appeals had board decisions been 
reversed. 

“The wording of the original res- | 
olution is an insult to the men on| 
the board and to the board,” de- 
clared the minister.

Farmers to be Impressed 


With Advantages Of 
Crop Reduction to Ef- 


fect Better Prices. 


OTTAWA, Jan. 20.—Immediate 
steps toward ful iliment of Can- 
ada’s obligation to rednce wheat 
acreage under the world wheat 
agreement were agreed upon at a 
conference between Premier R. B. 
Bennett and the premiers of the 
three prairie provinces last night. 

The meeting was held just after 
the close of the Dominion-Provin- 
clal conference and questions of 
wheat acreage were thoroughly 
discussed. 

In the next few weeks the wheat 
growing provinces will aupply the 
Dominion government with estim 
ates of the acreage likely to be sown 
to wheat next spring and also an 
estimate of the amount of damage 
likely to be caused by grasshoppers. 


IMMEDIATE PROPAGANDA 

During the winter the govern 
ments will carry on propagands 
among wheat farmers to induce 
them to cut down their wheat pro- 
duction. 

On its part the Dominion gov- 
ernment, when it gets the estimates 
will draw up legislation to meet 
the problem and submit it to the 
provinces for approval, 

Owing to low prices and lack of 
machinery on the part of hard 
pressed farmers it, is expected 
somewhat less wheat would be 
sown on the prairies this year in 
any case. By means of a propa- 
ganda campaign it is hoped to in- 
duce the farmers to make a further 
curtailment voluntarily. 

The propaganda will likely stress 
the advantage of a higher price and 
the possibility of attaining it 
through a slight reduction in pro- 
duction. 

Under the world wheat agree- 
ment concluded last summer at the 
time of the world economic con- 
ference in London Canada agreed 
to reduce acreage by 15 per cent. 

Besides Premiers John Brownlee 
of Alberta, J. T. N. Anderson of 
Saskatchewan and John Bracken of 
Manitoba, Hon. W. J. Major, attor- 
ney-General of Manitoba and Hon. 
R. G. Reid, provincial treasurer of 
Alberta, attended the meeting.

it. Moreover, for every leg of lamb 
someone must purchase and use the 
forequarters, which consist of the 
front legs. and shoulders. 

Each quarter usually wejghs 
from six to nine pounds, but the 
butcher will be glad to cut it in 
such sized portions as his customer 
wants, There is little difference of 
bone and waste in the forequarter 
and in the chops, and the price usu- 
ally is considerably less in the fore- 
quarter. 


FOREQUARTER TOUGHER 

The forequarter meat is naturally 
tougher than that of the hindquar- 
ter and in tough meats the connec- 
tive tissue is the part that must 
receive special attention. 

By separating the meat, bone and 
fat, each one can be used to ad- 
vantage. The meat can be put 
through the food chopper ready for 
attractive chopped “steaks.” The 
bone may be used for broth, and 
the fat can be chopped and easily 
tried out to be used for pan-frying. 

Variety in dishes made with the 
forequarter of lamb often may be 
accomplished by using suitable 
sauces and other accompaniments 
such as rice and spaghetti. 

The small family will find two 
pounds of lamb from the forequar- 
ter sufficient for its needs. e 
larger family, of course, will need 
more in proportion to its size.

C. L. Gibbs opined that it 
was difficult to discover the true 
nature of any new enterprise start- 
ed in the city. He termed the slot 
machine business “a pernicious 
racket.”

The name is Duff, Lyman P. Duff, 
Chief justice of the supreme court of 
Canada, and one of the most bril- 
Want, witty and shrewdly logical 
men of the Dominion. 

The father of Sir Lyman, Rev. 
Charles Duff, was born in Notting- 
ham, England, in 1832 and studied 
@rts and theology in the University 
of Toronto, as his son was to do 
after nim. His first parish was near 
the town of Meaford, Ontario, and 
in this parish Lyman was born, 

School Days 

There he entered the public 
school, later the high school and 
later still the University of Toronto, 
whence he was graduated with hon- 
ors in mathematics and metaphysics, 
Jater taking tho degree of bachelor 
of law. He became a schoo! teacher 
in Barrie, Ontario, until he was 
called to the bar in 1893, practicing 
in Fergus, Ontario, for three years 
until the call of the west smote him 
and he removed to Victoria, B.C. 
There he became king’s counsel and 
represented the province in many 
notable legal cases. Exactly 13 years 
after ho was called the bar 
Ontario, this remarkable man was 
named Puisne judge of the supreme 
court of Canada, having already sat 
©n one supreme court bench, that of 
British Columbia, for three years 
previous to his Ottawa call.

Leaves Imprint 

Almost every constitutional case on 
record in the last 25 years bears the 
imprint of this exact, clear mathe- 
matical mind. He has _ frequently 
been referred to as the “brains” of 
the supreme court, and much of the 
smooth working of the British 
America Act, through 
tions placed upon it by the supreme 
court is undoubtedly due to his 
liberal as well as analytical mind. 

Qn March 12, 1931, the second ses- 
sion of the 17th parliament of 
Canada was opened, and in the 
absence of a governor-general 
escort of Royal Dragoons carried 
Judge Lyman Duff, chief justice and 
administrator, from the modest resi- 
dence to the parliament buildings, 
where he formally declared the ses- 
sion open. This honor has never 
been granted a native-born citizen 
before or of course since. His two 
sisters, one of whom teaches school 
in Queen Victoria public school, 
Toronto, sat in the vice-regal box, 
and heard their brother ensconced on 
the dias, read the speech from the 
throne before one of the most color- 
ful and fashionable assemblages ever 
to grace the senate chamber. Little, 
if any, of the traditional impressive- 
ness of the ceremony was lost 
through the absence of the governor- 
general, for all who filled that cham- 
ber realized instinctively the majesty 
which cloaked the words of this man 
truly great in his own undisputed 
right. 

Opinions differ widely as to the 
wisdom of bringing back the title 
system to Canada, but few will gain- 
say the fitness, above almost 
any other Canadian, of the title-

Four Times Wounded 

| Although four times wounded in

{a sector of the front line at the end 
June, 1918, when a very daring 
and brilliant reconnaissance was 
jearried out by a small party under 
the leadership of Lieut Evans, After 
penetrating the enemy wire, the 
party were discovered and hastily 
withdrew. After regaining their own 
trenches, it was found that the

By this time the enemy, 
aroused, were sweeping 
the whele area witb concentrated 
fire from trench mortars, machine- 
guns and rifles, but the colonel con- 
tinued his search, nevertheless, un- 
til close to the enemy trench he 
heard the groans of the young offi- 
cer who had been wounded. 

Together with Lieut Adams, he 
lifted the officer and worked his 
way back despite the fact that 
bombs had been added to the enemy's 
other fire.

these were only small branches of the 
great work which Dr. MacMurchy 
opened for herself, her labors in 


which were to prove of untold bene- 
fit to her city and to her nation. 
In between the exacting duties of 
her office, and the general direction 
of her work, Dr. MacMurchy never 
lost sight of the individual, the 
mother and child whose welfare was 
the ultimate end of all her work. She 
turned author for them and wrote a 


series of ‘Little Blue Books,"’ a home | 


series including “Infant Care,” | 
“Rickets,” ‘Keep Him Well” and 
the “Canadian Mother's Book,” 
which made her name known 


throughout the length and breadth 
of the land. 

At the time of the inception of the 
child welfare branch of the Domin- 
ion government in 1919, Dr. Mac- 
Murchy was called to the wider field 
as chief of the branch, among her 
duties being the undertaking of 
bringing down the rate of maternal 
mortality. Past the seventy year 
mark now, Dr. MacMurchy may look 
back upon a life of usefulness almost

October next he will be 70 years of

Major-Gen, Macdonell is a 
of the city of Windsor in south- 
western Ontario, where he was born 
on Oct. 6, 1864. The foundation of 
his military education was laid in the 


Royal Military College, Kingston, 
|from which he graduated in 1886. 
Two years later he held a lieuten- 
ant’s commission in the Canadian 
| Mounted Infantry, a corps of the

|; With distinction, At the outset he 
was with the 2nd Canadian Mounted

He took over the command of Lord

| General Ormond was the original 
}adjutant with the tenth battalion of

When his men saw him 
coming up for inspection they would 
start singing this song, of which the 
first line is ‘‘Here comes the gallop- 
ing major."’

Asks Parents to Preevnt 
Youngsters Sleighing 
On City Streets 


Accidents attributable to icy 
street surfaces during this winter 
have been many 

In the city of Edmonton we have 
a number of grades which are par- 
ticularly dangerous and very often 
conditions 


impassable when icy 
prevail. The Motor Association 
therefore, again joins with the 


motoring public in pleas for prep- 
aration to meet these conditions 
from time to time during the next 
two months. It is obvious that the 
time to make necessary prepara- 
tions is now. Waiting until the 
streets are a sheet of ice caused 
through mild weather and freezing 
up overnight, delaying until ve- 
hicles are wrecked and persons in- 
jured, is beyond sound reasoning 

Unfortunately this habit has been 
conspicuous heretofore and it is 
earnestly hoped that past experi- 
ence in these trying situations for 
motorists will immediately remove 
all tendency toward procrastination 

The Motor Association also urges 
parents to co-operate to the fullest 


measure in preventing children from 


sliding along streets on their sleds 
The great danger of this practice 
by children after each snowfall is 
obvious and should be due cause 
for widespread alarm. While many 
of the children in all sections of the
